Terminal Disclaimer 



The terminal disclaimer filed on April 4, 2003 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date 
US 6,322,229 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 



Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1, 27, and 33 obvious double patenting rejection was overcome by 
a terminal disclaimer filled on April 4, 2003. 

Regarding independent claims 17 and 20, nowhere in the prior art is found a 
backlit keyboard having a plurality of keyswitches and caps having a translucent and or 
transparent portion that illuminates directly up through the keyswitches having a 
transparent or translucent material. 

Regarding independent claim 18, nowhere in the prior art is found a backlit 
keyboard having a plurality of keyswitches and caps having a translucent and or 
transparent portion that illuminates directly up through the keyswitches having a 
transparent or translucent material. Along with the keyboard having a base plate 
received between the plurality of keyswitches below the caps and above the panel of 
light-emitting electroluminescent material, the base plate is either translucent or 
transparent. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Bodecker shows an electroluminescent backlit keypad having a plurality of 
keyswitches, and having the keypad made of a translucent material, and an 
electroluminescent material to illuminate the keyswitches top, but does not teach or 
suggest the keyswitches having caps and where the luminescent material illuminates 
the area below the keyswitches cap.
